CARACAS (UPI)—Authorities 
Saturday were expected to be- 
easing security measures in 
racas because of the surren- 
der of the last stronghold of 
Communist and leftist opponents 
of the government of dent 
Romulo Betancourt. 


At least 15 persons were kill- 
ed in week-long riots which the 
government charged were aimed 
at establishing a Communist- 
type regime in Venezuela. 
More than 200 persons were 
wounded and more than 300 ar- 
rested in disorders which flar- 
ed in major cities during the 
week. 


Large Reshuffle Expected 


Prime Minister Hayato Ikeda 
will choose members of his 
second Cabinet tonight, reliable 
sources said yesterday. 

These sources believe that 
Ikeda intends to complete the 
reorganization of the Cabinet 
tomorrow after being renomi- 
nated Prime Minister in both 
Houses of the Diet and then to 
show his Cabinet formation 
plan to influential party leaders. 

Ikeda showed no conspicuous 
moves yesterday except for his 
meeting with: former Finance 
Minister Eisaku Sato on the 
makeup of his Cabinet. He left 
Tokyo for Hakone last night to 
map out his Cabinet organiza- 
tion plan.

mier Fidel Castro’s Cuban re- 
gime supplied money and arms 
to the student rioters who led 
the onslaught against -he Betan- 
court administration.) 

The apparent collapse of the 
anti- government movement 
came Friday when more than 
1,000 Communist and leftist stu- 
dents gave up the improvised 
fortress they called “Stalingrad” 
without a fight. Battle-ready 
tanks and troops had sealed off 
the stronghold, an unfinished 
pharmacy building in Univer- 
sity City, earlier in the day. 

The students barricaded them- 
selves in the building on Tues- 
day, rejecting appeals from the 
university council and orders 
from the government to get out. 
The university enjoys autonomy 
and by tradition is inviolate. 

Authorities said the surrender 
of the students meant that the 
last trouble spot in Caracas had 
been eliminated and conditions 
now are returning to normal. 
They added, however, that the 
university campus will continue 
under heavy guard and that 
only doctors and nurses of the 
university hospital will be per- 
mitted to enter. 

It was expected that strong 
troop patrols in other parts of 
the city would be withdrawn 
and law and order enforcement 
turned back to the police. 


Akihito, Michiko

AGRA, India (AP)—Crown 
Prince Akihito and Princess 
Michiko arrived at this old 
capital of the Moghul empires at 
9:43 a.m.

The recommendation came in 
a joint communique issued here

visit to Moscow. 

‘The communique said: 

“The Soviet Union and Cam- 
bedia regard as advisable the 
convocation in the spring of 
1961 of a special session of the 
U.N. General Assembly with 
participation of heads of state 
of government to examine the 

problems of disarmament.” 

The recommendation has seen 
here as a move by Soviet Pre- 
mier Nikita S. Khrushchev to 
return to the United States and 
win a meeting with President. 
elect John F. Kennedy. 

The communique “emphasiz- 
ed” that the threat of war could 
be removed “only through 


general and complete disarma- 
ment under effective interna- 
tional control.” 

The document also contained 
a promise by Khrushchev to 
visit Cambodia, but said the 
date of the Soviet leader's visit 
“will be fixed later.” 

The communique also: 

~—Pointed to “the serious 
aggravation of the situation in 
Laos” and said it was “desirable 
to render aid” to the govern. 
ment of neutralist Laotian Pre- 
mier Prince Souvanna Phouma. 

—Reported Soviet promises of 
additional aid to the Cam- 
bodians including a “technical 
school” to be built by the Rus- 
sians, credit and technical as- 
sistance for building hydro- 
electric power stations, and 
specialists to prospect for 
minerals in the Southeast Asian 
country. 

-—Called for Red Chinese and

Russian Zoo Satellite 
Burns Up in Outer Space 


MOSCOW. (AP)—Russia’s latest space ship and its cargo of 
two dogs disintegrated in the outer regions of the earth’s atmos- 
Moscow Radio reported the signal sent to the 
giobe circling satellite failed to return it to earth on a precal- 
culated orbit and the vehicle burned out. 


The broadcast did not men- 
tion the two dogs—Pchelka 
(Little Bee) and Mushka (Lit- 
tle Fly)—by name. They pre 
sumably perished. It said they 
had earlier borne easily enough 
the process of being carried into 
orbit and had quickly become 
organically normal. 


The Soviet launching—third 
of its type—was designed as a 
curtain raiser for manned space 
exploration. The broadcast said 
air conditioning, heat regula- 
tion and communication instal- 
lations aboard the ship had all 
functioned “quite reliably.” All 
would be necessary mM a man- 
ned space ship. 

Moscow -has said the space 
ship also carried “other animals, 
Insects and plants.” 

The fiveton sputnik was 
launched into an orbit of the 
earth yesterday. It was the 
third Soviet launching of its 
type. 

“At 1200 hours Moscow time 
(6 p.m. JST) today, the space 
ship satellite was continuing its 
movement around the globe,” 
the broadcast said. 

“By that time the planned 
program had been accomplished 
for testing the design of the 
ship with the systems installed 
in it, the medical biological re- 
search and also the planned 
volume of outer space explora- 
tion. 

“The information obtained 
yielded new data for manned 
space flight in the near future.” 

Moscow then said: 

“After obtaining the necessary 
data, the signal was given for 
the return of the space ship 
descended along a noncalculat- 
ed trajectory, it burned out on 
entering the dense layers of the 
atmosphere. 

“The last stage of the carrier 
rocket continues its movement 
along the previous orbit.”

U.N. Troops Free 
Rebel Tribesmen 


ELISABETHVILLE (AP) — 
Moroccan U.N. troops Saturday 
released hundreds of captured 
rebel tribesmen in the southern 
Katanga town of Luena, after 
screening and disarming them.

Russian Fighters Chased

WASHINGTON (AP)-—Soviet 
fighter planes chased but failed 
to force down a small American 
civilian plane that strayed over 
Russian territory on a flight to 
Japan last summer, U.S. State 
Department officials disclosed 
Saturday. 

The incident led the Federal 
Aviation Agency to warn US. 
civilian fliers of the danger of 
fiying close to Soviet territory 
on the northern great circie 
route to Japan. 

The FAA said there had been 
instances of Soviet fighters buz- 
zing and attempting to intercept 
American planes but did not 
specify whether these were 
civilian or military aircraft. 

State Department officials said 
the warning to pilots had arisen 
from a near incident last July 
when a small DC3 transport was 
being ferried to Japan by a pilot 
and co-pilot. 

The DC3 was not equipped 
with a normal navigational 
equipment of large passenger 
airliners.

Miyazaki expressed hope the 
assembly would adopt a dec 
laration calling for the end of 
colonialism and “put a final 
period to the era of hatred and 
antagonism and open a new era 
of harmony and cooperation in 
the history of mankind. 

“My delegation shares the 
view that the question of colo 
nialism is one of the most im- 
portant problems of the day,” 
he declared. “There should be 
no time lost in bringing the 
whole question to a reasonable 
perspective.” 

Miyazaki noted that there 
were three resolutions before 
the assemby dealing with colo 
nialism. 

“It is the conviction of my 
delegation,” he said, “that a 
declaration of this nature snould 
be universal in its application, 
that is, such a declaration must 
be applied to every part of the 
world without exception.” 

Miyazaki said it was impor- 
tamt to recognize the great dif- 
ferences in conditions existing 
in Africa and the Pacific Ocean 
area, 

“In Africa,” he said, “territo- 
ries awaiting independence are 
invariably land /masses of con- 
siderable size /and population. 
In the case of the Pacific areas, 
there are thousands of small 
islands, separated by sea and 
ow of them sparsely populat- 


“It may therefore be unrea- 
sonable to expect a mechanical- 
ly uniform implementation of 
the declaration in all territories 
of the world,” Miyazaki de 
clared. 

Miyazaki said Japan had had 
its own experiences with the 
menace of colonialism. 

“Since the 16th century,” he 
said, “the billions of colonialism 
stormed my country but with 
stanch determination we main- 
tained our independence against 
formidable odds,” he said. 

“Because of our own experi- 
ence,” he added, “we in Japan 
have a deep sympathy not only 
for the independence of colon: 
al countries, but also for the 
inevitable future that awaits 
them after the attainment of in- 
dependence—a hard climb up- 
hill taxing them every bit of 
will power and arduous work.” 

Several nations, including 
Australia and New Zealand, 
told the 99-nation body that, 
whereas colonialism had many 
evil aspects, it also had done 
its bit to help the backward 
peoples of the world. 

Australian Ambassador J. 
Plimsoll cited Australia’s colony 
of New Guinea as an example 
of what an administering pow- 
er could do to help indigenous 
peoples. 

New Zealand’s Foss Shanahan 
advised the Asian-African spon- 
sors of a resolution to end col- 
onialism to remember that there 
were many factors involved and 
that it was best to move cau- 
tiously. 

Sen. Lorenzo Sumulong of the 
Philippines declared that his 
nation interprets an Asian-Afri- 
can declaration on colonialism 
as applying to enslaved peoples 
all over the world “whether in 
front of the Iron and Bamboo 
Curtains or behind them.” 


¥10 Million Statue

meters high, 24 centimeters 
wide and weighing 7.5 kilo- 
grams was believed to have 
been made in Tibet about 1,000 
years ago.

Inaki Miyazaki, 41, of Naga- 
saki Prefecture, was arrested by 
prefectural police in December, 
1955, on suspicion of murdering 
Kura Hashimoto, 59, a grocer of 
the same prefecture, and rob- 
bing the victim of ¥53,000. 


Miyazaki was sentenced to 
death at his first trial in 1956 
by the Nagasaki District Court. 
The verdict was upheld by the 
Fukuoka Higher Court in a 
second trial three years later. 
Miyazaki has consistently insist- 
ed on his innocence. 


When the case was brought 
to the Supreme Court suspicion 
arose that police officials had 
given Miyazaki the third degree 
to obtain a forced confession. 

The Human Rights Protection 
Bureau of the Justice Ministry 
has expressed grave concern 
and has launched an investiga- 
tion in cooperation with the 
Fukuoka Judicial Affairs 
Bureau. 

Suspicion of a forced confes- 
sion arose when the evidence, 
on which the judgment of guil- 


85 ty was based, introduced by the 


prosecutors—an axe and a happi 
coat—were not acknowledged by 
Miyazaki as his own. A test 
also proved that there was no 
trace of blood on these mater- 
ials. 

Miyazaki claimed that the in- 
juries he received as a result 
of alleged torture were treated 
with a medicine called “Saron- 
pasu.” He also said that a pol- 
iceman had as a robbery 
suspect and had been “planted” 
in his cell to watch him for nine

He said among fore bodies 
he has found in treating snor- 
ing in children have been such 
things as pencil leads, beans, 
peas, and even, in one case, a 
marble. 

“In children, the most fre 
quent cause of snoring is the 
presence of enlarged tonsils and 
adenoid tissues, or the hypo- 

lasia. or other lymphoid tissue 
n the throat,” he sald.

Then 
a low club return allowed 
South to win with a small 
trump, South again led a dia- 
mond and deciarer’s 10 of 
trumps Were overtrumped by 
the jack in North and when 
North pushed the last club, 
South's now blank king of spad- 
es had to become the winner 
for  defense’s ninth winning 
trick—down five! 


At the other table, South re- 
turned a low diamond immedi- 
ately. Declarer could have 
trumped it with the queen, in 
order to avoid a complication, 
but this declarer though it 
would be better to induce his 
opponents to go wrong by pitch- 
ing a heart. North took the 
second trick by ruffiing it with 
the seven of spades and shifted 
to a low heart, South should 
not have continued with the ace 
but he did and allowed declarer 
to take command of the play. 
Deciarer led a low trump to the 
ace and its return dropped both 
the king and jack. herefore, 
declarer lost only to the dia- 
mond ace .nd its ruff, one each 
in hearts and spades and two in 
clubs—six in all for down two. 


Suppose declarer trumps the 
diamond continuation with the 
queen, then, there would be no 
way the defense could go wrong 
and declarer would be down one 
more. Because, the defense 
would take an extra trick in 
spades and what he gains on the 
diamonds would be canceled by 
an additional heart loser. 


Therefore, when the defense 
does not make the mistake of 
continuing heart and shifts to 
clubs, the bid would be set one 
more trick. By the same token.

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Domestic and Foreign Markets 
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Nation’s Health at Stake 


‘The strikes by medical workers in the employ of 
hospitals in and outside Tokyo continued throughout last 
month while efforts for mediation failed to achieve settle- 


ment. 


As we have said in this column before, these are strikes 
of.a most grave nature because suspension of work in 
hospitals is indeed a matter of life or death for many of 
those affected. Fortunately, the walkouts have been in 
many instafices of relatively short duration, and no un- 
toward incident has so far occurred. 

Yet the nation cannot afford to let this situation prevail 


indefinitely. 


Although the issue involved in this dispute is rather 
simple—that of a demand for higher wages—the root of 
the problem lies deep. Even the managements, the hospital 
operators, are ready to admit that the wage level of their 
employes—doctors, nurses, technicians, and other help— 
is considerably lower than that of Japanese labor as a 


whole. 


But they claim that they cannot accede to the 


demand for better pay because their own revenue is too 


limited. 


And one cannot dismiss this plea as the usual excuse 
of a management harassed by its striking employes. The 
private hospitals which receive no state subsidy are operat- 
ing in a financial strait jacket because of the existing 


health insurance system. 


Here we seem to strike at the roots of the evils which 
beset the medical administration of this country. The 
health insurance system is fairly well developed here, at 
least in comparison with many of the other Free World 


nations. 


But it has many defects, perhaps not paralleled 


elsewhere, including the small compensation allowed for 
the dispensers of medical services, much to the detriment 
of their incentive to do conscientious work and research, 


What seems to be the most serious of these defects, 


however, is the intermediary “profit” 


accruing to the 


health insurance associations that collect fees from the 
insured millions. The trouble appears to be the fact that 
the money which thus goes into the insurer’s treasury 
leaves a far larger margin over what goes out than reason 


seems to warrant. 


‘The “profit” in the case of the insurance associations 
is converted into real estate and other assets. And it 
inevitably creates a source of perquisites for the office 


holders involved. 
What is at stake is not 


merely the welfare of the 


medical workers but the health of the nation itself in the 
long run. If the current dispute over hospital management 
is to be resolved in a manner fair to all concerned, the 
system of medical administration including the health 
insurance system must be closely and thoroughly examined. 


Otherwise, the possibility 


of the medical workers of 


Japan becofiiing another leftist-dominated political organiza- 


tion may become greater. 


Education for Employes 


Japan’s commercial firms are showing more and more 


signs of enlightenment. 


There is, of course, still plenty of room for improvement, 
particularly in the public relations field. But the latest 
thing to attract our attention is a report indicating that 
many leading companies are sending their young employes 
to schools, both in Japan and abroad, for specialized 


education. 


According to a survey made by the Federation of 
Economic Organizations, about 70 firms are financing their 
bright young men in universities abroad and 60 in Japanese 


universities. 


This is an expensive proposition—on paper. But it is 
not philanthropy. The firms are looking ahead rather 
than into their monthly accounts, with full confidence 
that their Investments will pay off in improved service 
from these more highly trained employes. 

Most ofthe company-financed education is in technical 


fields, as may be expected. 


It should be noted in addition 


that some firms are beginning to see the advantage of 
subsidizing. improvements in the facilities on campuses 


in. the country. This may be a more indirect approach, 


for the firms have no promise that they will get the 
workers they want from the schools they give aid to. 


Their oWn employes, on 


the other hand, are under 


Obligation to return to their jobs. This is the only thing 
that troubles us. The question is not over the fact that 
an obligation exists but the nature of the obligation. 
_Practically, the way it works is that such an employe 
would have no alternative under the employment practices 
of this country, which tend to deny individual mobility. 
How much better if somehow he could feel his obligation 
net out ofa traditional sense of loyalty but on a straight 


ethical basts. 


New Look of Socialists | 


Eda-Narita Group Leadership Aims for Intra-Party Unity 


The Opposition Socialist 
Party, grouping of men with 
diverse ambitions and interests, 
apparently has emerged out of 
the elections with increased 
cohesiveness among its own 
ranks. 

The Socialists are also more 
self-assured now than in the 
recent past about its political 
goals and methods under a new 
and younger leadership group. 

The restraint on assertion of 
factional interests and concern 
for intraparty peace were evi- 
dent in the selection earlier 
last week of Saburo Eda as 
the Opposition’s candidate for 
the competitive nomination of 
the next Prime Minister by a 
new Lower House in the post- 
election Diet opening tomorrow. 

To the disappointment of 
newsmen who thrive on con- 
flicts, the selection process was 
not accompanied by another 
show of intraparty wrangling. 

Because of the vacancy in 
the party’s highest seat created 
by the death of Inejiro Asa- 
numa, observers had been 
watching with keen interest 
which of the two qualified fig- 
ures, Eda or the senior right- 
wing leader Jotaro Kawakami, 
would be named to represent 
the party in the Diet procedural 
function. 

Not Kawakami 

The prevalent view was that 
the one named for the present 
event would have a distinct 
lead over the other in the race 
for party chairmanship.

Ikeda’s Farm Policy 

Results of the agricultural 
census taken as of February 
this year by the Agricutlure- 
Forestry Ministry provide much 
food for thought in order for 
Government to reorganize the 
nation's agriculture. Prime Min- 
ister Hayato Ikeda has recent- 
ly shocked farmers by indicat- 
ing that the nation’s farming 
populace should be decreased 
by 40 per cent in the process of 
developing the national econo- 
my based on his new economic 
policy. The census results clear- 
ly indicate, however, that this 
anticipated decrease in the na- 
tion’s farming population is 
totally groundless. Despite a 
remarkable outflow of agrarian 
populace the number of farm- 
ing households has not shown 
any proportionate decrease, 
nor that the quality of farming 
labor has deteriorated because 
of the loss of young farmers by 
rural communities. The fact 
that the number of households 
running side business is steadily 
increasing suffices to show that 
the nation’s agriculture as a 
whole does not neccessarily need 
sweeping revision. Ikeda’s new 
agricultural policy therefore 
cannot but be a theory and as 
such must be put Into practice 
only with most careful conal- 
deration on the part of the

U.S. dollar crisis has become 
more serious. But this state of 


” affairs is not the problem of the 


Americans alone. Directly or in- 
directly, the West European 
countries, Japan, as well as the 
rest of the world have been try- 
ing to maintain the value of 
their respective currencies with 
their gold and dollar reserves 
and to develop their foreign 
trade. All in all, a collapse of 
the dollar, if any, would inevit- 
ably lead to crises both in the 
international currency structure 
and in world banking. To tide 
over the currency crisis, the 
United States is best advised to 
reduce its dollar spendings 
abroad and try to balance its in- 
ternational account. Japan and 
other free nations should coop- 
erate with the U.S. in this under- 
taking. The matter should be 
discussed at the coming Diet ses-

Sugar Imports 

The Government has decided 
to liberalize the import of sugar 
at the earliest possible date af- 
ter next April. However, it is 
believed that even if the tariff 
on imported sugar is increased 
there will hardly be any pos- 
sibility of the retail price ad- 
vancing. The Government is 
trying at present to restrict 
sugar imports to a minimum to 
protect the nation’s beet-sugar 
and grape sugar industries. If 
such restrictions are removed, 
sugar supplies will become 
plentiful and consumer prices 
should decline.

JAPAN BEFORE BUDDHISM. 
By J. Edward Kidder Jr., 216 pp. 
108 plates, 7 maps; Thames and 
Hudson, London, 25/-, ¥1,400 in 
Japan; also Praeger, $5 in U.S. 


A few years ago this re- 
viewer in these columns rap- 
ped Kidder for a superficial 
article which purported to re- 
port on the state of Japanese 
archaeology in an otherwise ex- 
cellent survey volume of Far 
Eastern archeology. Kidder 
has more than made up for 
this lapse. Japan Before Bud- 
dhism is first rate, 


Not since Munro did his clas- 
sic Prehistoric Japan over half 
a century ago has there been 
any new comprehensive publi- 
cation on the fascinating sub- 
ject of Japan before the advent 
of high culture. Yet the most 
cursory flip through Kidder’s 
book will show how much new 
material has been turned up 
since that time. Archaeology 
was a proscribed science in 
Japan for decades prior to 1945 
-—the unbiased scholar’s spade 
is no respecter of mythology. 


Little is known at present 
of. these early Japanese—and 
even less of the prehistory of 
the Far East and Pacific. Thus 
it is very difficult to attempt 
a comparative study or to try 
and show early contacts and 
trace origins. Archaeology in 
the Far East is for the most 
part a postwar study which 
must pass through a few de- 
cades of scavenging followed 
by a period, now being entered, 
of collating each area's finds. 
This is what Kidder has under- 
taken in English, mostly from 
the works of Japanese scholars 
but with a generous contribu- 
tion of his own. 


The book begins with a 
sketchy six-page chapter on 
our even sketchier knowledge 
of Japan's paleolithic—old stone 
age before man began to farm. 

e following 56-page chapter 
on the Neolithic—new stone 
age or era of advanced stone 
tool technology and farming— 
is truly exciting reading once 
one gets used to Kidder’s 
pedantic style. He does not 
presuppose the readers possess 
a technical vocabulary, nor 
does he write down. 


The jingo-historians and un- 
historical foreign correspond- 
ents who insist on harp on 
Japan's “2,600 year history” (as 
in Life, Time and even the ven- 
erable New York Times) have 
created a mass mental block in 
most minds so that few can 
imagine anyone having lived 
in Japan prior to 11 am. of 
Feb. 11, 660 B.C. (Japan stand- 
ard or Greenwich mean 
time?). The gradual realization 
that Jimmu’s gumi landed about 
the time of Christ draws the 
curtain even 600 years closer. 
Kidder shows us that the his- 
tory of pottery and complex 
manufacture and an economy 
based on some primitive form 
of agriculture (not farming in 
the true sense) goes back per- 
haps 6,500 years and that a 
high degree of artistry had 
been reached by 3,000 B.C. 

The rest of the book deals 
with the bronze-iron age, simul- 
taneous in Japan, and the 
period up to the introduction of 
Chinese high culture and the 
beginnings of true history with 
the new literacy which enabled 
people to record their own his- 
tory. At this point we would 
like to see more on Korea and 
especially the little kingdom of 
Mimana, the jumping-off point 
of the horse-archer invaders, 
but a geographical limit must 
be set some place. Also sadly 
missing, and strange as Kidder 
discusses the nearby stone cir- 
cles or stonehenges, is mention 
of the old and odd cave inscrip- 
tions or art of whatever they 
are of Fugope, Hokkaido,

A Jaunt to Holland % 


Dutch Outlook, Activities Worldwide

“We call this ‘herfst’, and 
the leaves go. When winter 
comes in December, it starts 
freezing.” This was the remark 
made by a guard outside the 


| Customs section of the Schiphol 


Airport, Amsterdam, He was 
right in saying that it was a 
warm day, although the trees 
in front of us were bare. I 
remembered the warm front 
advancing from the west in 
the weather chart in the papers. 


An off-season visit to Holland 
is certainly worth trying, be- 
cause you will then see and 
hear far more than in the busy 
tourist season. Even a  bar- 
maid, with less work to do, is 
in a more talkative mood. 
galleries, too, are quieter. 


Overlooking the street in the 
morning from the hotel win- 
dow, a Japanese gets a strange 
sensation because the cars are 
bustling with lights on. The 
day's activities have already 
begun, while it remains dark 
at 8 under overcast skies and 
gets dark again quickly. Sap- 
poro, in the northernmost part 
of Japan, is roughly on the 
same parallel as Rome and 
Boston, for instance. 


Without going to Holland in 
autumn, it is rather hard to 
understand the cold and heavy 
atmosphere in Rembrandt paint- 
ings. The gaping spear wound 
painted so freshly in Rogier v. 
d. Weyden’s “The Descent from 
the Cross” might appear re- 
puisive in Japan but it is ail 
right in the royal ture gal- 
lery Maurithuis at Hague. 


The same faces as painted 
by Rembrandt, Vandyke and 
Rubens can easily be found 
among the Dutch people today, 
while some of the landmarks 
in the pictures, having 
weathered the vicissitudes, still 
remain. The cobblestone town 
of Amsterdam has also several 
restaurants established in the 
17th century, when the Dutch 
traders visited the shores of 
Japan for the first time in 
history. 

Later, the feudal government 
of Japan banned Japanese con- 
tacts with foreigners because it 
suspected an aggressive design 
behind the Christian missionary 
work. But the Dutch mer- 
chants were allowed to conti- 
nue their trade, albeit under 
strict restrictions. In Japanese 
history books, therefore, the 
Dutch are recorded to be Pro 
testants, a distinction from the 
Spaniards and Port with 
their “dangerous” Catholic re- 


ligion. 

Today, 38 cent of the il 
million Du population are 
Roman Catholics. Although the 
royal family belongs to the 
Dutch Reformed Church, the 
Catholics form the largest sin- 
le religious group and the 

tholic Party, which is not a 
Christian coalition like Chancel- 
lor Adenauer’s Christian De- 
mocratic Union, is the largest 
political party with 49 seats in 
the 150-member second cham- 
ber. The Labor Party (Partij 
v. d. Arbeid) follows with 48 
seats. The rest of the seats 
are divided among six smaller 


ups. 
~ paewnnesere. radio and tele- 
vision are controlled by politi- 
cal parties and various religious 
organizations. De Telegraaf 
has a reputation as a neutral 
per and the Algemeen 
Handelsblad is a world-famous 
financial journal. Most other 
papers, however, have a. dis- 
tinct political or religious affili- 
ation. Radio is broadcast from 
Hilversum, a town southeast of 
Amsterdam, in two frequencies 
—Hilversum I and Hilversum 
II. There is only one television 
channel broadcast in the even- 
ing, which means a paradise 
long since lost in Tokyo. 
(Tokyo now has six TV chan- 
nels going full blast from 
morning till night.) 

A “strong Catholic influence” 
was mentioned to me time and 
again by some well-informed 
people I had a chance of meet- 
ing. That was understandable, 
when one considers the role of 
religion in politics, as well as 
in mass media. But religious 
influence in television, it might 
be useful to add, does not 
mean banishment from the TV 


screen of frivolous French 
movies with silly captions. 

In a conformist nation like 
ours, one begs for misunder- 
standing by speaking in terms 
of “influence.” It might be 
better to say that the Catholic 
influence in Europe is limited 
because of the deeply individ- 
ualistic texture of society. 


The traditional Dutch sent!l- 
ments in favor of neutrality 
might also be misunderstood in 
Japan, where wishful thinking 
has bred a peculiar brand of 
neutralism. Holland, since 
1949, is unequivocally commit- 
ted to the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, and the 
country is also a member of 
the European Common Market. 


After the bitter experience of 
five years of ruthless Nazi oc- 


rt cupation, the Dutch people can 


hardly entertain an illusion of 
defenseless neutrality. Three 
days after the German invasion 
on May 10, 1940, Queen Wilthel- 
mina and the Cabinet fled to 
England and the bombardment 
of Rotterdam on May 14 led to 
the capitulation of the Dutch 
army. 

Today, you can overlook the 
beautifully reconstructed port 
city of Rotterdam from 
Euromast, a 338foot tower 
bullt in 23 days for the 1960 
flower show “Floriade.” But, 
for a small nation with a popu- 
lation equaling Tokyo's, de- 
oacemenge upon the NATO col- 
ective security system is quite 
logical. ; 

Although the Dutch fleet 
consisting of the aircraft carrier 
Karel Doorman, two cruisers 
and smaller ships has attracted 
attention in connection with 
the West Irian dispute and 
the cancellation of the Door- 
man’s planned visit to Japan, 
the maintenance of a fleet 
means a considerable burden 
upon the Dutch economy. It 
is out of the question to in- 
crease military power to pro- 
tect the overseas Dutch posses- 
sions. What the Dutch people 
want in this matter seems just 
to act wisely. 

Many a Dutchman wanted to 
tell me what the Germans did 
in the last war, and it was 
quite understandable because 
Germany was so close and the 
Dutch language, it seemed to 
me, is fundamentally the same 
as German. I reminded these 
Dutch people of the fact that 
Japan was on the German side 
in World War Il, but they 
showed little reaction. 

There were, of course, some 
Dutch people who suffered un- 
der the Japanese occupation of 
Indonesia, and the recent Japa- 
nese production of a silly mo- 
tion picture concerning life in 
awartime internment camp 
there was obviously the most 
foolish thing Japan could do. 
Some people in Holland, how- 
ever, are critical of the Dutch 
Foreign Ministry ever allowing 
itself to get involved in a mat- 
ter below its dignity. 

In the town of 
Japanese cameras are prom- 
inently displayed in show win- 
dows, and an automobile sales- 
man, whom I met there, knew 
the names of Japanese cars 
such as Toyopet and Datsun, 
Despite the small size of the 
country and their unique tradi- 
tion, the Dutch people have a 
positive outlook on the world. 
Japan, for instance, was the 
largest front-page item in Het 
Parool, one of the influential 
Dutch dailies. The ai 
guard I met tried to give the 
name of a Japanese northern 
port which he said he visited 
as a sailor. A charming air 
stewardess, 
riage, told me that she once 
worked in C; ornia. It is re- 
markable that these people 
get far and wide despite a 
labor shortage at home. 

The Dutch people, meanwhile, 
love their national colors of 
red, white and blue. They are 
used profusely everywhere, A 
foreign visitor gets a little em- 
barassed when he stops on a 
stairway alternately red, white 
and blue. The KLM planes 
also once used these colors on 
the tail but the airline is now 
replacing them with a smart 
stripe design. The attachment 


of the Netherlanders to their 
land and their world outlook 
are no doubt two vital poles, 
around which the national 
activities revolve. 
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
